SURPRISE THEIR FRIENDS 
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Two men were drowned and six others 
'had a miraculous eicape from death at Ke- 
nosha just before four o'clock Tuesday 
morning when the sand tucker H. A. Root 
owned by tkeGuchneck k Zube company 
of Milwaukee, turned turtle in the Kenoiba 
harbor and sank in twenty -six feet of water. 
The boat Bank just east of tho O'Donnell 
docki nod was a complete wreck, That 
any of tbe members of the crew escaped 
was a miracle. 

The dead are John Miller, aged 35, Mil- 
waukee, singte, an J John Kodey. aged 22, 
Milwaukee, single. 

John Mooney, aged 43, master of the 
boat, of Milwaukee, cut from tbe sinking 
boat bv tbe life saving crew, 

W. It. Hunter, chief engineer, rescued 
'by life savers after terrific battle in tie 
water. 

Fred Zube. fireman, eared by bis pet 
dog. 

Win, Huckerman laved by life saving 
crew, 

Frank Kaukscb, cook, cut out of bla berth 
with n pick ax bv life savers. 

Captain Mooney is (till in a serious con- 
dition and is being cared for at the life 
earing station, but it is thought that he 
will 'be able to return to bis heme soon. 

The sand sucker is a complete wreck and 
the loss to the company will be $12,000. 

The sinking of the Root with it* fatal 
termination was one of the most terrible 
maritine accidents ever known about Ke- 
nosha and the life savinV'crew of tbe 
■city covered themselves with glory in sav- 
ing the six men from death under tbe 
most drastic circumstances. 

Captain Mooney and his crew had brou- 
ght the Root to Kenosha from Milwaukee 
on Monday and had loaded her with sand. 
She bad been pulled into the docks at 
about sis o'clock Moaday night and tbe 
men had retired to their rooms on the 
boat {long before midnight. Captain 
Mooney seemed to have a presentiment 
that all was not right and at midnight he 
was awakened and made a trip about the 
ho.it to see if anything was: wrong, Re- 
asiarred he returned to his berth and 
heard nothing more until the boat rolled 
over on the side and he found his apart- 
ment rapidly Tilling with water. 

He was steeping with August Miller, 
-one of the men who wai lost in the disas- 
ter, and realizing his danger, he called' 
to Milter who wai struggling in the water 
near him. In other parts of the boat the 
men were caugnt like rata in' a trap and 
they were left locked in their- rooms' which 
^were rapidly filling with water. ^^

On his way back to his place of business 
he stopped in Charley' Wember's place of 
business, going there on the wagon, and 
from there to Merchant's to buy feed, 

lie felt in bis pockets several times and 
found that the wad was safe,- but when 
he drove away from Merchant's be found 
that his precious roll was gone. He went 
back to Merchant's and found the $200 in 
fives outside the feed store, but' the roll of 
tens was gone. He had paid for the feed 
from some smalt change which he had 
with him.

In company with his father, young 
Amann, who Is a near neighbor to George 
Brogden, was on Tuesday driving some 
stock to tbe Libertyvilie County fair, when 
he happened to stoop and pick up a leaf 
that won lying in his path. He was twirl- 
ing it aVout between bis fingers, when his 
father chanced to look in his direction. 

"Drop that leaf Freddy." commanded 
the father, its poison ivy. 

Tbe young man complied and* nothing 
more was thought about tbe incident until 
he returned home. It was then seen 
that be must have brought his band con- 
taminated with tbe poison ivy leaf in con- 
tact with his mouth, for that part of hts 
face broke out with horrible eruptions. 
- Tbe eruptions were not confined to hie 
face for in some manner be must have 
swallowed some of tlia poisonous weed. 
The eruptions broke out inside of his body 
and for several days the young man eu£- 
fared untold agony. 

A consultation of. physicians was sum- 
moned but they were not able to relieve tbe 
horrible sufferings. • The boy died in great 
agony Moaday evening. 

The funeral was held Wednesday morn- 
ing from the Fremont Center church, in- 
terment in that cemetery, where bis mother

TWO LARGE LAKES 

AMONG ATTRACTIONS 
OF ARMOUR PLACE 

Three miles or more west of the village 
of Lake Forest the hew mansion J. Ogden 
Armour is building on his 700- aero estate 
ib slowly assuming proportions. It caps 
the' crest of a sloping prairie at the very 
highest point of the divide between the 
Skokie and the Desplnines rivers, 

A broad boulevard is being constructed 
leading from .the main road out of Lake 
For««t directly up to the palace. There is 
to be a big moat and drawbridges and 
other bridges, some of which are now 
practically completed. A large viaduct of 
concrete, and artistic- in construction, is 
being erected over the tracks oE tbe Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, 
which runs through the estate. Excava- 
tions for two lakes of seven and- nine' acres 
each; connected with a lagoon, are being 
made on either side of the house. These 
and the auxiliary drive- and one of the 
bridges are being rushed to completion as 
fast as extra forces of men can do the work, 
so that the family can move into the new 
palace by a year from this summer. The 
landscape work will go on after the family 
has token possession oE the house, and will 
require years for its complete development. 

On one side oE the palace ore woods, 'and 
far away in tbe meadows are farm lands, 
with farms and families just like the ten- 
antry of ancient English estates. - In places 
the. river Is to be widened to increase its 
current, Lodges for the caretakers, one at 
the entrance and one farther back, with a 
garage near the railroad and stables still 
farther back, altogether will bouse a whole 
colony of p eople. "

The names of the clerks and the number 
of years they have have served are as fol- 
lows: 

Amos S. '.Waterman, .the first county 
clerk, four yean. J, C. BIddlecora, twelve 
years. Louis C. Dortett, thirteen yean. 
A. L. Hendee, the present clerk who bos' 
held the office since January 1893. 

In this connection it is of further interest 
to know that Lake County's first clerk, 
Mr. Wattermon Is still living, He Is now 
at the county poor farm at' Liberty villa 
where he is being cored for by the county 1 
He is about eighty years of age and is said 
to be very feeble. 



Converse Marble, of Fox Lake, 
brought suit for injunction against J 
Brown, president of the village of Fox 
Lake, George W. Koeth, clerk, and Otto 
Muehrcke, T.R^. Collins, F. B. Marvin, D. 
L.'Devlnet John Bailey and Theodore 
Olson, with the other trustees, to prevent 
the erection of the proposed $10,000 village 
hail at Fox Luke. 

Marble charges that the meetings of the 
the board of trustees are secret and that the 
proceedings on record are meager. He 
says that the hoard will soon pass a resolu- 
tion to issue $10,000 in bonds to build the 
hall and charges that this is illegal as the 
value oE taxable property in tbe village is 
$50,000 and the bond limit is 5 per cent of 
this or $2,500. 

' He further charges that the building is 
not ' intended as a village hall primarily, 
but as a dance ball and theater and that 
the defendants are building it with the 
proposed bond Issue to further their own 
private ends aa saloon and "blind pig" 
keepers. 

In fact be charges specifically that there 
is a conspiracy among tbe village board, 
members, all oE whom except Devine and 
Marvin are resort keepers, to build a hall 
to betD their business. 

He claims that $500 would answer the 
same purpose as the $10,000 now proposed 
as an expenditure. Or vis k Edwards and 
Paul McGuffin are'bis attorneys. 

The village of Fox Lake will not give up 
its plans of erecting a village hall despite 
the sensational action taken Saturday last 
when Corverse Marble started the injunc- 
tion; 

• According to President Brown of the 
village, the village board at its meeting on 
Sept. 3d, passed a resolution rescinding 
the action previously taken when it was 
desided to issue $10,000 in bonds for vil- 
lage hall purposes. Tbe later action con- 
templates erecting a hall to cost something 
like $2,000. 

*,The plan therefore is to create a sinking 
fund of $2,000, $500 to be taken each year 
from the saloon licenses to redeem those 
bonds. President Brown states that this 
action it 'wholly within the power of tbe 
village board and that nobody in the village 
objects to the course because It will not re- 
sult in. any direct tax on tbe village. 

"The action taken to prevent us issuing 
bonds of $10,000," said President Brown, 
"was not necessary because we had chang- 
ed those plans several days ago und lately 
had not 'contemplated such a building; 
We. found it was more than we could swing 
arid' before Marble started his action, we 
had changed them. 

"The records of tbe village are open to 
everybody wtio wiabeB to see them and they 
are as clear as any village records can be 
made. . Tbey are in the hands oE our clerk, 
Mr. Keoth. 

We can issue more than enough money 
to'build our ball if we wish to and yet 
keep wjthin the limit of the law. The law 
says we can issue up to five percent of tbe 
assessed valuation and that was $65,000 
last year, so, you see we can issue $3,250 
if we wish. But we are not going to do 
this, bv creating tbe sinking fund we will 
avoid making a direct tax on the people. 
We are willing to have the facts known 
but there bos been much misrepresenta- 
tion by the men who are seeking to gain 
public sentiment to satisfy their personal 
feelings on the matter.

The "game" was apparently a barm- 
less one, the fair officials state, but Howe- 
lett manipulated the chance tickets, it is 
claimed In such a manner that he fleeced 
the farmer of tbe sum mentioned. 

Had the mob instead of tbe police officer 
ever caught him it would have gone hard 
with him, as tbe anger of the people was 
fully aroused and tbey pursued Howelett a 
yelling, ungry,, vengeful and determined

One clevei reason for tbe dislike oE the 
very rich on the part of tbe less fortunate 
circumstanced is shown plainly in the 
story of a lost pocket book that comes from 
Lake Forest. 

A well known society woman in Lake 
Forest lost her puree containing a mileage 
book to New York and about $3 in cash, 
and it was picked up on tbe streets of the 
college town oy ,a man well &nown in 
Waukegan. 

He telephoned to the woman's house and 
found that ebe was out of the city. He 
telephoned again and she waa still gone, so 
he told of bis find and left word that she 
should call him up. . 

He received a message when she came 
home, on telephoning again in the evening 
just before 6 o'clock that she was too tired 
to come to the telephone and that he 
should bring the pur?e to ber, «. 

This ' he refused to do and soon the 
coachman came pelting down to bis place 
of business and in the name of the woman 
demanded the purse. 

The Waukegan man naturally refused to 
surrender it and the woman's father, a 
millionaire, had bis rig hitched up and 
came down to the yonrig man'B office to de- 
mand tbe purse in bis turn. 

While the young man was telling his 
troubles to the woman's father, she herself 
drove up and in an angry tone not at all 
pleasant to hear, asked for tbe purse. 

The young man made her identify it and 
after she had done so gave it to her. She 
abstracted a quarter from between the 
mileage book and tbe bills and extended it 
to him on a daintily gloved finger. He 
took it and tossed, it back into her lap, ' 

"Keep 'your money," he said,, "and learn 
to .be a little more polite , and considerate. 
After this when I find anything of yours I 
take care that you do not have a chance to 
claim it. You have treated me little better 
thun a thief (the woman bad claimed that 
some of her precious cash was gone) and I 
have learned a lesson oa how to treat your

Great excitement was caused in Racine 
about midnight Friday night when a mes- 
sage was sent to police headquarters from 
tbe office oE the Chicago Sc Milwaukee 
Electric Railroad company near the cem- 
etery that 160 Hungarians bad been badly 
hurt and perhaps killed while at work on a 
dump train about six mi lee north of that 
city. The police ambulance was hooked 
up in sho'rt order and started for the depot 
at the cemetery. When tbey arrived they 
found one man lying in the station injured 
and unconscious and on bis coat was badge 
No. 160. 'He was taken to St. Luke's 
hospital and Dr. Nott called to attend him. 

From fellow workmen on the train it 
was learned how the accident happened. 
Laborer No. 160, name unknown, was with 
others lying on the top of a dump car load- 
ed with dirt, which was being pushed out 
to the six-mile dump north of the city. 
This man felt asleep and when tbe train 
reached the dump he failed to get off with 
the rest and when the car was dumped he 
went down-over tbe embankment, No one 
had noticed that he remained on the car 
nor had tbey seen him go with the load 
when it was dumped, 

After all the cars had been dumped the 
men along tbe tide of the tracks began to 
shovel off dirt which was oa the tracks so 
the' cars could return for another load. 
While engaged in doing so one of them 
struck a pair of legs with his shovel and 
he saw a man buried there. Others came 
to assist him and after several minutes' 
hard work the follow was dug out Apd, 
placed on the train and brought to the 
station. He was unconscious when rescu- 
ed. At the hospital the doctor could not 
find any broken boues, . He had suffered 
several small injuries about tbe body but 
none were serious and he will be able to 
leave tbe hospital in a few days. , He was 
injured more from suffocation than from 
being thrown from the car.

Splendid Lincoln Historical Relics 
Show Various Scones In Life of Our 
Greatest President— Hospitality the 
Keynote of This State Home. 

Tho great state of Illinois at tho 
Jamestown Tercentennial exposition Is 
mora than living up to tho traditions 
of that oho tlmo county of the mother 
of states, Virginia, now one of tho first 
states In the Union, by erecting and 
maintaining one of tho most beautiful 
state homes at tho exposition with 
that breezy and energetic but hospita- 
ble way characteristic of the Illlnolann. 

Although this great commonwealth 
was not ono of the first states to break 
ground at tho colonial city by the sea, 
she was one of tho first to havo her 
building completed, nnd now, with wel- 
come emblazoned on every square foot 
of tho handsome pressed brick edifice, 
the sons and daughters of Illinois— yes, 
tho sons and daughters of every state- 
may find rest nnd hospitality In this 
Western homo in an eastern state. 

The Illinois building Is a two story 
pressed brick modern, residence, a 
permanent structure costing $1G,000, 
The chairman of tho commission, J. 
A. Humphries, says that In erecting 
this building the commission got a 
hundred cents' worth on every dollar 
Invested. The building is 40 by 60 
feet and baa twelve rooms— six on the 
first floor and six on the second. Each 
room has from two to four windows, 
giving plenty of. light The first floor 
comprises a reception room, gentle- 
men's smoking room, Indies' rest room, 
an office, a kitchen and a room lor 
storage, while die second floor has four 
large square, bedchambers and two 
baths. There Is a wide hall running 
the entire width of the building, giving 
the rooms on one side a northern ex- 
posure and those on tho other sido a 
southern exposure. Koch room has a 
spacious closet large enough for a small 
bed. The building is situated in the 
northeast section ol the exposition 
grounds on states avenue, overlooking 
tho historic Hampton Roads, whence 
a gentle breeze always blows. 

The building is beautifully furnish- 
ed throughout with the most modern 
and sanitary furnishings. The walls 
are adorned with letters and pictures 
of the Lincoln historical collection, , 

Upon entering the broad reception 
room the visitor sees on the left band 
wall a large portrait of the martyred 
President Lincoln;, on the wall direct- 



ly" opposite the entrance la o picture 
of tho present governor of Illinois, 
Charles S. Peneen, and on the right 
band wall is a portrnlt of President I 
IlooeovclL % . ' 

Tho Lincoln historical exhibit is the 
finest of its kind in the country, and I 
tho public Is indeed fortunate in hav- 1 
Ing tho opportunity of going minutely I 
over this rare collection of lotters nnd ' 
papers of the greatest president of tho 
United States. 

There la a portrait of tho president 
and tils cabinet at tho rending of tba 
emancipation proclamation, a frame 
containing letters of Mr, Lincoln to 
cabinet officers and friends from 1801 
to 1S05, a frame of tho early educa- 
tional Instruction of the president, con- 
sisting of his copy book and nrltbmetic 
sheets and spelling; the Jubilee and 
McKcndrce colleges and tho cnpltolB of 
Illinois, a frame of letters of Stephen 
A. Douglas, n view of early Chicago 
and ono of modern Chicago, a frame 
containing some of Lincoln's drawings 
and mathematical problems at the time 
ho was surveyor, a picture of his birth- 
place and the school and meeting 
house of his youth, the homo of John 
Hanks, upon whose farm Lincoln split 
rails; a picture of the president's step- 
mother, Sarah Bush Lincoln; the an- 
cestry of tho Llncolns, tbo old stockade 
on Floyd's creek, Jefferson county, Ky, 
where Lincoln at one time lived; the 
marrlogo certificate ot Lincoln's par- 
ents, the Lincoln cabin in Xaruo coun- 
ty,' Ky.; Lincoln's marriage, his fami- 
ly, his domestic life; the homo of Mary 
Todd, Lincoln's wife; pictures and clip- 
pings from newspapers of 1800, during 
Lincoln's campaign; Uio Wigwam at 
Chicago, where the Republican nation- 
al convention nominated Lincoln for 
president; a picture of Ford's theater, 
Washington, where Lincoln was assas- 
sinated, and pictures connected with 
the death and burial of Lincoln. 

There are also pictures of General 
U. 6. Grant, his birthplace nnd his 
homes before and after bo went to 
West Point 

Tho host and hostess, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. A. Humphries of Chicago, reside lu 
this beautiful building. Strangers, 
whether from Illinois or other states, 
are made welcome. Mnny a night has 
the tired and weary sightseer been 
taken in and made comfortable. The 
entertainments and receptions held in 
this building have become famous 
through the charming manner in which 
they are conducted by this popular 
host and hostess. Illinois may well 
consider Itselffortunnte in having such 
genial and hospitable representatives 
at the Tercentennial.

Dr. Alexander Graham Bell. Pster 
Cooper Hewitt and Others Have Ma- 
chines In This Cup Race of the Moat 
Interesting Type of Airship. 

Airship flights for a thousand dollar 
cup will bo tho featuro for aoroplans 
day at Iba Jamestown exposition on 
Sept. 14, which is also Illinois day. 
Many prominent members of tho Aero 
Club of America and a number of well 
known aeronantlcat men of Europe 
will be the guests of tho exposition. 

Tho feature of tho day will he the 
competition for the Scientific Ameri- 
can flying machine trophy, in which 
will be entered only flying machines 
of tho heavier than nir type. 

In an interview with Israel Ludlow, 
director of aeronautics of the James- . 
town exposition, tho first list of the 
probable contestants lias been secured. 
In August Mr. Ludlow will put tho 
finishing, touches on his latest aero- 
plane, which will enter the contest 
Tho aeroplane was. tried out during 
that month.' 

This machine Is 40 by 25 feet In size 
and twlco as largo aB any heretofore 
constructed by Mr. Ludlow. .., When It 
enters the Scientific American' contest 
Captain T, T. Loyelace will be tho nav- 
igator. The machine Is on a pontoon 
boat, and its designer expects to have 
a torpedo boat to tow It on tho day of 
tho contest 

Others expected to participate la 
this contest are Dr. Alexander Graham. 
Bell, tho inventor of the telephone, on 
boat; Peter Cooper Hewitt on boat 
and the largest aeroplane ever con- 
structed, weighing 0,000 pounds and 
forty-five feet In length; A. M, Her- 
ring, machine .on wheels; G. White- 
head, Bridgeport- Conn., on wheels; 
G. Curtis Gillespie, Brooklyn, on 
wheels; John F. Holland, the inventor 
of the submarine boat, a flapping wing 
device; Albert Dufour, Milwaukee, 
Wis., a machine separated by shooting 
down a forty foot slide. 

The contest will take place .over 
Lee's Parade grounds and tho waters 
,of Hampton Roads, Just off the exposi- 
tion grounds. The rules governing the 
competition, which have been publish- 
ed, were formulated by the Aero Club 
ol America. The trophy offered by the 
Scientific American is valued at $1,- 
000, and It is open to competition by 
Inventors the world over. 

This will be the inauguration ol a 
series of competitions which In the

enjoying unfair profits ns a result of the ex- 
isting schedules. For instance, the manu- 
facturers of almost every type of machin- 
ery insist that they cannot benefit from the 
improved methods of manufacturing steel, 
and thus purchnse their raw material ns 
reasonably ns they should, until the tariff 
on steel is reduced. The only opponent of 
mch reduction appears to be the Steel 
Trust. Other manufacturers maintain tbat 
their business will increase when some o r 
the materials they are compelled to buy are 
reduced by a decrease in the existing sched-

to determine what reduction may properly 
be made, but a Republican Congress c&n 
always consult such experts. It made the 
Dingloy law and proved it was nble to 
frame a tariff taw that was both wise and 
just, and to assert that a Republican Con- 
gress cennot alter to moot changed condi- 
tions the tariff law which it has made is 
practically to assert that the creature "is 
greater than the creator. The advocates of 
no change appear to forget that those who

Victims In Smoker. 
Nearly all of tho dead and Injured 
"were in the smoking car. which was 
Immediately behind the baggage and 
mall cars. The smoking car was 
completely demolished. 

The northbound express was ten 
minutes late nt Norrls siding, which 
la a small station three miles north of 
Cedar Falls, la., and there a south- 
bound freight train was awaiting 
tho express, which came thundering 
along at a terrific speed In an effort 
to make up time. 

Crashed Into Freight Train. 
Just as the engine of the express 
70S about to pass the freight engine 
■the tracks of tho express jumped the 
track and tho engine crashed with 
terrible force Into the engine of the 
freight, wrecking both engines and 
telescoping the baggage and mall 
cars and demolishing the smoking car. 
The passengers in the two day coaches 
following the smoker escaped with 
•only a violent shaking up. 

Rescuers were immediately at hand 
'to care for the Injured and to take the 
dead from among the wreckage. 
,' Dr. Keefe's Heroism. 

' Sitting In the midst of the wreckago 
*was Dr. Charles J. Keefo, who, al- 
though badly injured, little realized 
how seriously he was hurt. With 
'heroic fortitude, while suffering In- 
tenao pain, he waved the rescuers 

.aside and directed them to the assist- 

• ance of those whom ho thought wero 
la a more serious condition than him- 

i self, for in front of him and behind 
him on all sides were men writhing 

•• and groaning In the agony of their 

^sufferings. 

' .Physicians and hospital attendants 

*were hastily taken to Norrls on a spe- 
cial train made up In this city and, 
pending their arrival, such medical re- 
lief as the little station afforded was 
given the injured. 



SL Paul. — Franklin II. Lano of 
tho Interstnto commerce commis-

From statements made by tho railway 
mon, the situation la respect to tbs 
coal supply In North Dakota soemed 
to bo that an extra large amount of 
conl has been transported over tho 
Groat Northern road to the retail coal 
dealers of North Dakota towns and 
cities, but this largo supply has not 
been purchased by the farmers. 

As to about 90 per cent, of the re- 
tail coal dealers, It appears that they 
havo enlarged their shed capacity and 
havo stocked up to the limit and will 
not at present handle any more coat. 

In Montana, Idaho and eastern 
Washington the situation Is less hope- 
ful. 

There is an Indication of heavy ship- 
ments of coal direct from Duluth to 
tho west. 

From the testimony offered by the 
Groat Northern railway men and fron? 
conclusions reached by Commissioner 
Lane, It would seem that the situation 
would be relieved greatly If tho farm- 
ers would slock up with coat now, 
rather than wait until later in the 
season. 

Tho commissioner expects to remain 
hero about three days and on Friday 
will hear representatives of the North- 
ern Pacific.

TEN DEAD IN HOTEL FIRE. 



Serious Loss of Life In Disaster at 
Shelton, Wash, 

Tacoma, Wash. — Ten persons are 
"known to have lost their lives in the 
burning of the Webb hotel at Shelton, 
20 miles from here, early Thursday 
morning. Another person Is dying and 
yet others may be found In the ruins. 

Tho fire was. discovered about 1:40 
In tho morning. It had started In the 
hotel annex, probably from a lighted 
cigar dropped in the sample room. 
The hotel was a three-story structure. 
Tho top floor was occupied by lodgers, 
but the exact number Is not known. 

Within a few minutes of the time 
the fire was discovered tho hotel was 
a mass of (lames. Screams and cries 
for help were coming from almost 
overy window and dozens of people 
risked their own lives to help bring 
out the unfortunates. Those in the 
upper stories wero cut off from the 
stairway and seven or eight Jumped 
from*, the windows before help could 
reach them from the outside.

Seven charges of dynamite were 
used In blowing up the vault and* the 
safe. Persons aroused by the explo- 
sion wero prevented from Interfering 
by guardB who were stationed at the 
front and rear of the bank. Frank 
Fltzpatrlck, a hotel guest, who sought 
to break through the line of guards, 
was shot. H« wound Is not danger- 
ous, Many shots were fired to hold on- 
lookers at bay. 

After looting tho bunk the robbers 
broke Into a section house on the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern railway and se- 
cured a handcar on which thoy made 
their escape.

Junction City, Kan. — A mob of near- 
ly 50 soldiers of the farriers' school 
at Fort Riley came hero about one

CLIFF HO USE IS D ESTROYED 

FAMOUS LANDMARK IN SAN FRAN- 
CISCO BURNED DOWN, 



Was a Favorite Shrine of Pilgrimage 

to the Golden Gate City— Lois 

It $50,000. 



San Francisco, Cal. — Tho Cliff 
house, San Francisco's first attrac- 
tion for tourists, was burned to 
tho ground. The fire started about G 
o'clock and an hour later a blackened 
heap ot ruins was all that remained 
of tho famous structure. 

The house was built of wood, and, 
fanned by a lively ocean breeze, the 
flames made such headway before the 
nearest Ore company arrived that It 
was realized that the place was doom- 
ed, and more attention was paid to 
saving adjoining property than to the 
burning building. The Cliff house had 
been closed for some time, as the new 
lessee, John Talt, was remodeling the 
Interior. Workmen wore about., the 
place until noon and then departed for 
the. day. How tho fire started' is a 
mystery. 

This was the second Cliff House* to 
be destroyed by fire. The buiddlng 
which was destroyed by Are was built 
about 20 years ago by Adolph Sutro of. 
Sutro tunnel fame. It was owned by 
the Sutro estate and was valued at 
$50,000. 

The Cliff House was ranked as one 
of the best known resorts of America. 
Located on a rocky promontory out- 
side tho city, directly above the surf 
of tho Pacific and overlooking tho 
famous Seal rocks, it was a strong at- 
traction for visitors, nnd from Its 
broad porches hundreds of thousands 
of peoplo obtained their first view of 
the Pacific

Col. Howie Lacks Authority In the

Washington. — If Col, Howze, 
commandant of cadets at WeBt 
Point, threatened to dismiss a 
whole class because the members sent 
ono of their number to "Coventry," he 
overrated his authority, according to 
tho officials of the war department. 
The power of dismissal la such cases 
Is not confided to any official of lower 
rank than the president. The extent 
of tho commandant's power would ho 
temporarily to suspend the offending 
cadets and to recommend dismissal, 
first to tho superintendent of the 
academy, Col. Scott, and then to the 
secretary of war and the president. 

War department officials do not be- 
lle vo, however,- that Col. Howze went

Burton-Johnson Csnteit for Mayoralty 
to Be Lively. 

Cloveland, O.— The contest- between 
Mayor Tom Lv JohnBon nnd Congress- 
man Theodore B. Burton, as the Dem 
ocratlc and Republican nominees, re- 
spectively, for mayor of Cleveland, 
promises to be tho most exciting politi- 
cal event In tho history of this city, 
not excepting campaigns somo years 
ago In which the late Senator Hanna 
was the central figure. 

The Indorsement of Mr. Burton's 
candidacy by President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of War Taft, It Is said, may 
be followed by speeches hore by both 
later on In the campaign. The presi- 
dent Is to start from Cleveland on the 
coming trip of the inland ' wa- 
terways commission on Its tour 
of Inspection and investigation 
an the Great Lakes and down 
the Mississippi river, and Repub- 
lican leaders believe that while here 
he may be Induced to make a speech 
urging Burton's election. 

Cleveland is regarded as a normal- 
ly Republican city by from 7,000 to 10.- 
000 majority in national elections, and 
.up to the advent of Mayor JohnBon six 
years ago the Republicans had ruled 
the city and county for years with tho 
exception of Isolated cases, such as 
the election of Mayor Farley, follow' 
Ing the defeat of tho McKfsson ad 
ministration. 

In selecting Mr. Burton to oppose 
Mayor Johnson, the Democratic lead- 
ers admit that the Republicans have 
put forward their strongest mnn, and 
while they claim Johnson will win 
they concede privately that It is any- 
body's race. It was Burton who defeat- 
ed Johnson after the latter had serv- 
ed two terms in congress. Since that 
campaign Mr. Burton has continued to 
represent the district In congress.

True Bills Returned Against It and 
Two Railroads. 

Jamestown, N. Y. : — An Investiga- 
tion which was begun before the 
federal grand Jury In this city 
early In July was .coacluded Friday 
and the Jury discharged by Judgo 
Hazel, of tho westorn district of New 
York. Before adjournment tho jury 
found four Indictments, one each 
against the Standard~Oil company, the 
New York Central Railroad company, 
the Pennsylvania "Railway company, 
and one against the two railroads 
Jointly. 

The Indictment against tho Stand- 
ard Oil company and those against 
the railway companies separately con- 
tained 5* counts, all of thorn charg- 
ing a violation of the Interstnto com- 
merce law, either In accepting or 
granting rebatos on oil shipments from 
Olenn to points iii Vormont. ThB 
law provides a penalty of $20,000 for 
each provision violated or each count; 
therefore, if convictions ore made ac- 
cording to the Indictments returned, 
the three companies will bo subject 
to a total fine of $876,000.

A Great Surgeon Barred from Mem- 
bership In Medical Association, 

(From tho National Drug-gist for June, 
1907.) 

Dr. Augustus Charles Bernayo, who 
died a few days ago in St. Louis, was," 
probably, the foremost surgeon In tho 
United States, His fame was .co- 
extensive with thO civilized world, He 
was not only an operator of the high- 
est order, but a tireless and exhaus* - 
ti vo worker in' the field of original 
Surgery. HP performed the flwt siijj. 
cesstul Caesarian fioction in l&Bd In 
SL Louis, and also tho first successful 
coellotomy for gunshot wound of ths 
abdomen and the first gallstono opera- 
tion in Missouri. A record held by 
Dr. Be mays has never beon equaled: 
Out of eighty -one successive esses 
of appendicitis which necessitated 
operations, seventy-one la succession* 
wero with perfectly satisfactory re- 
sults, tha seventy-second patient fall- 
ing, of recovery, but tho subsequent 
nino cases wero successfully treated. 

And yet, with such a record, match- 
less as was his skill, varied and ex- 
tensive as was his learning, wonder- 
ful as were his accomplishments, ho 
was not considered, by the American 
Medical Association, as worthy of 
membership in thnt organization. 

No cbnrgos wero over ( brought 
against htm which, in tho remotest 
degree, reflected on his qualifications 
as a surgeon; his moral character was 
never tho subject of attack; ho was 
never accused of having done any- 
thing unbecoming a man or a gentle- 
man. "The head and front of his of- 
fending had this extent— no morel" 
He dared to think! He refused to 
mold bis opinions and to govern his 
actions by the arbitrary rules which 
those whom he knew to be his inter- 
iors had set up for his guidance! In , 
other words, he could net regard tho 
Code of Ethics of the American Medi- 
cal Association as being Inspired, or 
having any binding authority on him 
where his judgment told him It was 
wrong. And so, twenty yoara ago 
or mono, on account of some trlvial'ln- 
fractlon of this sacred "Code," a 
movement wns started to expel him 
from the local association, which was 
only defeated by his hastily sending 
In his resignation. As membership In 
the A. M. A. is dependent upon mem- 
bership in tho local and State socie- 
ties, his namo was dropped by the 
national organization. 

And so, though ho bad saved thou- 
sands of lives; though other physi- 
cians had profited by his art; this 
brilliant surgeon; this great and able 
man, has, during all these years, been 
an outcast — a medical "scab;" not 
recognized as "ethical" or worthy of 
fellowship by that body of physicians 
banded together in tho American Med- 
ical Association! 

And this Is the association which, 
under pretense of working far tho 
public good, is, in reality, only seeking 
to control Congress and tho State 
Legislatures in tho Interest of their 
own selfish schemes; which" Is trying 
to create a Cabinet position and to 
place one of Its members In that po- 
sition; which is endeavoring by law 
to exclude from tho'uBO of the malls, 
all manufacturers of medicines who 
do not comply with the absurd re- 
quirements thnt thoy choose to sot 
up; which, In short, is trying to put 
upon tho statute books of Stato and 
nation laws that will, In effect, estab- 
lish a kind of medical priesthood,' to 
which only their own members will bo 
eligible with power "and control over 
tho health and lives of tho people I 

God help tho druggists, tho drug 
manufacturers, physicians not mem- 
bers of their guild, and. tho peoplo 
generally. If this' association ever suc- 
ceeds- in Its undertaking. If It does, 
It will, after tho fashion of' tho labor 
unions, dictate a "closed shop,'.' and 
Bay to doctors who prefer to bo Inde- 
pendent, "You must join our union 
or,' falling to do so, compel them to 
get out of the business. It will say 
what medicines shall be taken, and' 
■how' they' shall' bo mndo. It will hedge 
the people about with' a lot of petty, 
regulations under pretense of protect, 
ing tho public health. In. fine, n medi- 
cal bureaucracy will be established to 
tyrannize over tho peoplo. 

Lot no man call this a falso alarm. 
If there are thoso whdarp inclined 
to do bo, let them read the Journal of 
tho A. M. A, Lot thorn scan tho 
proceedings of the association, hold, 
always behind closed doore, and care- 
fully edited, ns they are, before they 
are published la Its official organ, If 
thoy will do this' they will boo that wo 
are not trying to oreato n bugaboo to 
frighten their timid souls,
